believe a new engine is not necessary now , . . oc- 
fore you do anything, call the former chiefs. To 
replace the engine is very foolish,” Maurer cau¬ 
tioned council members. 

Fire Chief Roger Keilth countered, “Every¬ 
body’s entitled to his own opinion. Let me re¬ 
emphasize why ai this time we’ve requested to 
have the engine replaced. Since 1984 we have spent 
$16,000 on repair and upkeep. When metal gets 
old, it breaks . . . Over a year ago I brought this 
(problem) to you. (The reason) why we’re requesting 
a new engine is because of the age of the equip¬ 
ment and the continued cost to keep up the 
engines.” 

All the council members seemed a bit skittish 
when faced with the possibility of using CRA 
funds to finance a new fire engine. Mayor Pro Tern 
Andrew Roy Buchan said, “I would like to give 
it more thought.” 

Mayor Lisa Fowler said, “The need will have 
to be established.” 

Councilman Clem Bartolai said, “It is very 
difficult for me (to use CRA funds).” 

In other business, Councilman Sam Simpson 
made the motion that starts the final budget pro¬ 
cess when he called for a public hearing Oct. 14 
to consider further the preliminary budget. 

Sierra Madre Environmental Action Council 
urged council members to install the sprinkler 
system at Bailey Canyon as quickly as possible. 
Estimated total cost is $7087 with the Robert 
Z’Berg Harris funds amounting to $5315. Matching 
funds from Sierra Madre must be 25%'for the pro¬ 
ject or $1772. 

SMEAC will donate plants indigenous to the 
area so that Bailey Canyon will be transformed 
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meeting, scheduled for Oct. 14, will be held a half 
hour later, at 6:30 p.m. The study session with 
City Attorney Charles Martin is scheduled for 6 
p.m. The council is experimenting with various 
meeting times until reaching a final decision and 
establishing an ordinance with that inlormalion.

And George 
Maurer, lifemember of the Sierra Madre Fire Dept., 
raised the question of whether or not the Com¬ 
munity Redevelopment Agency funds should be 
used for the engine. In fact, he went a step further 
and shot down the necessity of purchasing another 
engine for the department at this time. 

“I don’t believe you can say that since an 
engine is five years old it’s worn out ... in my 
opinion it’s a bad move ... All problems (with 
present engines) have been operator error. Axels 
that have been broken are operator error ... I’ve 
talked with four of the five former chiefs and they

Those who are planning to vote In 
tho upcoming Nov. 4 election should make 
aura hla or her registration Is up to date. 

The deadline la Monday, Oct. 6, and 
rogistratlon must bo postmarked by mid¬ 
night that day. 

Anyone who has moved, changed his 
or her name and wish to change party 
affiliation must reregister. Other reasons 
for reregistering Include those persons 
who have turned 18 years of age, have 
become a citizen of the United States re¬ 
cently. Those who have recently become 
residents of the county or of the pre¬ 
cinct (or 29 days must also reregister. 

Registration forms are available In 
post offices, city halls, libraries and at the 
League of Women Voters office at 1393 E. 

The league 
office will remain open until 9 p.m., Oct. 6 
to hand out registrtion forms and to assist 
In filling them out.

Dangerous items 
found in homes 

Americans’ quest to make household 
cleaning easier Is bringing the horrors of 
hazardous waste disposal Into the ave¬ 
rage home. 

Toxic chemicals can be found In such 
everyday products as spray paint, glue, up¬ 
holstery cleaner, wood preservatives and 
even some cosmetics. As a result, a 
miniaturized version of the nation’s hazar¬ 
dous waste disposal problem is being 
played out In American homes when these 
household products are misused or dis¬ 
carded. 

The problem stems from such com¬ 
mon practices as storing paint In the base¬ 
ment, overusing a household chemical or 
burying used motor oil drained from Jun¬ 
ior’s Jalopy in the backyard. 

The horror stories have been heard 
from coast to coast. A Quincy, Mass, cit¬ 
izen discarded a container of creosote, a 
wood preservative into his municipal 
trash. When crushed by the rubbish truck, 
the chemical sent a toxic mist across the 
neighborhood, hospitalizing nine people. 

In Seattle alone, 100,000 pounds of 
lawn products containing DDT are esti¬ 
mated to be in homeowners’ basements 
and garages 15 years after the insect¬ 
icide was banned by the federal govern¬ 
ment. 

A Seattle woman attacked her home’s 
fleas with five insecticide bombs. “The 
gas got so concentrated inside the home 
that the pilot light on her stove ignited it 
and blew out the windows,’’ recalled David 
Qalvin, manager of Seattle’s household 
hazardous waste program. “The roof pop¬ 
ped right off the house.’’ 

The hazards are varied. Methylene 
chloride, a suspected carcinogen as well 
as a respiratory irritant, is in paint re¬ 
mover. Pentachlorophenol, a chemical 
toxic to the liver, kidney and central 
nervous system, is found in some types 
of wood preservatives. 

The trichloroethylene in upholstery 
cleaners is another suspected carcinogen. 
The lye in drain openers and oven clean¬ 
ers is a highly-corrosive chemical that 
can cause burns and, in the event of 
contact, eye damage. 

Individuals can find personal solu¬ 
tions to the household hazardous waste 
problem: 

• Only buy what you need. The large 
economy size might leave you with excess 
that can’t be thrown away. 

• Do not mix chemicals or pour 
them into other containers. Mixtures 
can be highly explosive. 

• Give extra paints or chemicals to 
neighbors; give pesticides to iocai 
plant nurseries. Used motor oil and 
car batteries can be recycied at many 
gas stations. 

• Organize your own coiiections 
day, but first check iocai and state 
laws. 

• The best policy is to buy fewer 
chemicals. Instead, try alternative so- 
iutions that can be used and stored 
safely. For example, a biodegradable 
solution like baking soda and water 
can be used to scrub pots and pans.

Casey Stengel, the late great New York 
Yankees’ manager, was as famous for salty 
sayings as running the club. During one big 
clutch play, he said, “There comes a time in 
every man’s life and this here is one of them 
times.” 

That’s a real good description of the new 
income tax plan now in the Congressional 
hopper. If it gets passed into law without much 
change, experts foretell the biggest melee in 30 
years. In this space and some of the next 
ones, we’ll cover the basics — if the bill 
doesn’t turn into hamburger as it runs the 
Congressional obstacle course. 

In general, say the experts, people in the 
middle pay more while those at either end pay 
less. As the bill reads, now families earning 
under $13,000 will pay nothing. Rich folks 
who don’t use tax shelters will pay half their 
current tax tab. By 1988, there will be only 
two brackets: 15% and 28% (now there are 
14 brackets paying 11 to 50%). Personal 
exemptions will gradually rise to $2000 each, 
indexed (tied to inflation) after 1989. 

Standard deductions jump to almost double 
for household heads. Those getting clobbered 
will resemble a young couple, no kids, lots of 
plastic debt, no mortgage deductions, earning 
over $60,000 between the two of them. Mort¬ 
gage interest is OK for two homes, but in¬ 
terest deductions on car loans, credit cards, 
etc. is ixnayed. Medical deductions rise slight¬ 
ly. Charity contributions, now fully de¬ 
ductible, will be deductible only to those who 
itemize — a group expected to shrink dras¬ 
tically. 

More next time. In general, take deduc¬ 
tions this year, because most deductions will 
be gone for ’87, although the new low bra¬ 
ckets won’t be fully phased in yet. “The point 
to remember is that what the government gives, 
it must first take away” —John Coleman.

pies to lake home. We left the win^ tours to any 
of the nearby 17 vineyards to others for lack of 
lime. 

Quality of the food served twice a day at the 
ranch must be mentioned here because it is par¬ 
ticularly good. 

Guests are assigned specific tables and break¬ 
fast is a variety of early day foods typical. Din¬ 
ner specialties vary every evening and helpings are 
generous. Desserts are particularly enticing and at 
least one-half of them are homemade. 

Cocktails and wine and beer are served, of 

course. 

Alisal is located in the Santa Ynez Valley near 
both apple and wine country. Rainfall is so slight 
in this agricultural area that experts estimate the 
year as 95% rainless in this mild climate. 

The word “Alisal” means “a grove of syca¬ 
mores” in Spanish. The ranch is one of four 
original land grants that inaugurated the land grant 
system of Spanish supremacy on the West Coast. 

Ten thousand acres were awarded to Jose Rai- 


mundo Carrillo sometime between 1782 and 1791. 
Boundaries of the ranch are the same today as in 
the days of Carrillo except for the Nojoqui Falls 
Park given to the county of Santa Barbara by owners 
of the ranch. 

Present owners are the Jackson family who 
bought it in 1943, originally as a winter feeding 
ranch for cattle from its ranch in Nevada. It is 
still a working ranch where about 2000 calves are 
fattened each winter to be shipped to various spring 
markets. 

We took #101 to Santa Barbara, #154 over the 
San Marcos Pass into Santa Ynez Valley and #.246 
to Solvang. The ranch is located three miles 
south of Solvang. 

While you’re in the area, you should not miss 
Ballard, the oldest town in the valley (1880); 
Buelllon, home of the original split pea soup; 
Los Olivos, home of Mallci’s Tavern; or Santa 
Ynez, where there is an Indian reservation. Of 
course, we mentioned Solvang earlier.

Children who 
ride buses to school should be reminded that 
a bus driver has a great responsibility in driv¬ 
ing the bus and should be allowed to watch 
the trallic and not his rear-view mirror. Ac¬ 
cidents have occurred in the past due to child 
distraction. Children who do ride the bus arc- 
suspended Iroin the service alter three citations 
and must secure atiothei means ol transpor¬ 
tation to school. 

2 Children who walk should nevci take short¬ 
cuts where they arc obstructed liom view by

vacant or empty buildings. They should also 
be observant of suspicious individuals and re¬ 
port them to school ollicials or parents. 

3. latchkey childreti. whose parents work 
while the childreti are home from school, 
should also review safe conduct around the 
house. Dangerous chemicals, drugs and match¬ 
es should be out of reach. The children who 
come over to play with the latchkey child 
should be ktiown by the paretit. Even res¬ 
ponsible children can become reckless under 
peer pressure. 

4. As daylight hours become shorter, child¬ 
ren should leave school grounds and adjaccni 
play areas sooner. Children should also be en¬ 
couraged to travel with companions and not 
alone. 

The best way to keep children out ol trouble 
is to prevent it. Watch for the warning signs in 
your child that indicate something is amiss, lake 
the time to discuss with your child his or her 
daily routines. Make it a point to keep lines ol 
comnumication open with your child while keeping 
involved in the child’s activities, that of his or her 
friends, and the other adults whom the child in¬ 
teracts with at school and the homes of friends.

Madre resident Sherry Smith has traveled to Europe, ^ 
Asia, South America, the Caribbean and the Middle 
East. 

“Nothing is more exasperating than looking 
forward to a trip for months and then arriving 
too pooped to sightsee for days,” claims Smith. 
“However, 1 have developed a theory about jet lag. 
My idea is that air travel disrupts all of the body’s 
systems. You don’t eat when you’re hungry, you 
eat when the flight attendant gets to your row. 
You don’t eat the foods that you like, you eat 
that awful stuff tlie flight attendant brings you. 
You don’t sleep when you’re sleepy, you sleep in 
between the crummy movie, the lousy food and 
the booze service.” 

She continues, “My theory is you have to lake 
control of your inflight experience: Bring your own 
food, forget the movie, and sleep as much as pos¬ 
sible in flight.” Smith recommends lhal travelers 
wishitig to substitute something good to eat for the 
drab, lukewarm, airplane food lake the following 
steps: 

1. Go to Arnold’s Hardware in Sierra 
Madre and purchase a plastic container 
which is big enough to hold your inflight 
meals, but small enough to fit in your 
carry-on bag. While at Arnold s, pick 
up a container or two of Blue Ice. The 
Ice can be placed in the freezer section 
of your refrigerator until just before you 
leave for the airport. Pop the Blue Ice in 
with your meal and everything will stay 
nicely chilled throughout the flight. For 
really long flights, such as those to Sing¬ 
apore and the Far East, use two contain¬ 
ers of Blue Ice. 

2. Go to the deli department at Howie’s 
Ranch Market. Ask for Don. Hand him 
your plastic container and ask him to fill 
it with yummy things. If you tell him which 
items are your favorites, he will tailor a 
meal to your tastes. You can give him a 
budget or maximum price for the package. 

Or you can do what 1 do and tell him 
“money is no object!” (How many times 
have you groaned to yoursell lhal you’d 
pay a hundred bucks for a decent meal 
in flight?) No need to spend that much. 

Just turn Don loose and stand by for a 

I scrumptious feast. Tell him when you 
want to pick up the meal and he’ll have it 
ready and waiting prior to flight time. 

3. Before you leave, speak with your family 
doctor about a mild sleeping pill with a 
short half life to take while in flight. 
Obviously, you don’t want to fly in a co¬ 
ma, or arrive so hung over that they have 
to load you on a wheelbarrow to get you 
through Customs and Immigration. But a 
mild relaxant will help you gel to sleep on 
the flight. 

Smith says, “While in flight, avoid the booze, 
the movie and the food. If you are hungry — 

I eat. If you are sleepy — sleep. I suggest getting 
a minimum of sleep the night before the flight, 
so that you will be able to sleep on the plane.” 

She suggests, “Try it and see. You will arrive 
refreshed, relaxed and ready to get out there and 
see the world.” 

There is one drawback. Smith says. “It’s the 
whimpering you have to listen to from the passen¬ 
ger next to you. when they see the gorgeous feast 
that Don has prepared and then took a look 
at their in-flight meal, some are moved to tears.”

COMMISSIONER’S CORNER

Social Security's achievements 
over the years have long been 
recognized as remarkable. Tens of 
millions of Americans — workers 
and beneficiaries alike — have 
been served by the Social Security 
Administration (SSA) at some 
point in their lives. The public 
trust that has developed over some 
five decades must be maintained 
and strengthened among both 
workers and beneficiaries. 


' It is important for people, both 
young and old, to know that the 
Social Security system is finan- 
dally sound. While it's true, as 
some point out, that Aptericans 
are living longer and drawing 
Social Security checks for a 
longer period of time, the 1983 
Social Security Amendments 
adjusted she program to take 
account of these demographic 
changes. Thus, despite the 
misgivings of some skeptics, 
today's young workers — the so- 
called “baby boomers" — will get 
their fair share of Social Security 
when they retire. They should be 
conlideni that Social Security will 
be around when they need it. 

The public should be confident, 
loo, of SSA's ability to deliver its 
services during this age of ever- 
changing high technology. For 


many years we have seen 
tremendous changes in the way 
technological advancements have 
affected our lives and everything 
we do — from banking to 
shopping to learning. And Social 
Security has not stood idle during 
these years of improvements in 
data processing. Since 1982, SSA 
has been developing a siaie of-ihc- 
an computer system with the 
overriding goal of improving our 
service to the public. And that has 
been no small task when you look 
at the volume of work involved in 
administering today's Social 
Security program that pays 
monthly benefits to 37 million 
persons. Above and beyond the 
task of getting benefit payments to 
entitled people, SSA's annual 
workload includes: 

• processing ol some 180 million 
wage reports from employers; 

• is.suing of more than 14 million 
new and replacement Social 
Security cards; 

• processing of nearly 6 million 
claims for bencfils; and 

• processing of nearly 7.S 
million address changes. 

In addition, SSA maintains over 
I trillion characters of information 
in its computer system and Some 
4 billion pages of information in 
its benefit files. 


Despite the magnitude of the 
task, improved service to the 
public is becoming a reality as 
SSA’s modernization effort 
continues. For example. Social 
Security numbers are issued in 11 
days instead of the 6 weeks it took 
as recently as 1983; retirement and 
survivors benefit claims are 
processed in an average of just 
under 23 days — an improvement 
of 4 days in the past 2 years; a 
39-monih backlog of uncrediled 
earnings has been eliminated. 
Also, by next January, nearly 
22,000 new computer terminals 
will be installed in Social Security 
offices nationwide. This moderni¬ 
zation will translate into faster and 
more efficient service and fewer 


While SSA's administrative 
costs are low in comparison to 
those of other similar organiza¬ 
tions, our modernization efforts 
will reduce them further. Social 
Security has already reduced its 
workforce by some 3,000 
employees over the past 2 years, 
and another 14,000 may be pared 
over the next 4 years (mostly 
through normal attrition). This 
downsizing will be accom¬ 
panied by better deployment of 
personnel and will not adversely 
affect service to the public. 

The quality of service that has 
been the hallmark of SSA since its 
beginning more than 50 years ago 
w ill continue in the years to come. 
The American people whose lives 
are affected by our program 
deserve prompt, efficient service. 
That will alw ays be the goal of the 
Social Security Administration.
